Often a 
farm agent’s advice and assistance to 
one farm er is worth more than his en- 
tire year's salary. Certainly the tonne 
demonstration agents have »lone much

which they have been employed. It is 
seldom that one hears any criticism of 
the work of these busy and helpful 
workers, and yet some county commis­ 
sioners would begin th»’ practice of 
economy by »lispensing with their ser­ 
vices.
